Oakley expected to run again

Apparently not ready to 
sound his last political hurrah, 
veteran Romulus Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley is preparing for re- 
election in 2001. 

While not officially kicking 
off a campaign for another 
four-year campaign this early, 
Oakley reportedly told key po¬ 
litical backers recently that 
he’s ready for another term. 

When pressed after the city 
council meeting on Monday 
night, Oakley smiled and ad¬ 
mitted “I like the job.” 

With two years yet to finish 
in the current four year term 
(the first in the city’s history), 
Oakley joked “all I can say at 
this time, is that I’m not in-' 
tending not to run.” 

The early political rumors, 


plans and wishes seem to de¬ 
lay and almost kill off any fu¬ 
ture plans by City Councilman 
William Crova to seek the city’s 
highest political office. 

Most agree that one of the 
Oakley administration’s heir 
apparents — Councilman 
LeRoy Burcroff - does not 
seem ready to seek Oakley’s 
seat having only two years ex¬ 
perience on the council to 
date. 

The political scenario lends 
itself to a stepped up political 
“hot stove league” cycle since 
one veteran councilman -- a 
supporter of Oakley’s - report¬ 
edly told neighbors that he 
does not plan to seek re- 
election. 

Changes in coming months 
also are planned in Oakley’s 
inner office that will extend 
even into the Romulus School 


District’s administration. 

Insiders say that Oakley 
wants to finish up a number of 
important political issues - ob¬ 
viously having a strong com¬ 
mercial center at the “Metro 
World dream site” is one of the 
keys. 

Land in Romulus is being 
gobbled up at record rates al¬ 
ready -- in fact 14 acres report- 
edly were purchased on 
Wahrman road for $100,000 an 
acre, City Assessor William 
Griffin revealed recently. 

With the planned opening of 
the massive Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port midfield terminal (some 
claim it will be known as the 
Edward McNamara Terminal) 
in 2001, purchases of land and 
the opening of commercial and 
transportation related busi¬ 
nesses are expected to only es¬ 
calate.

Barring any health prob¬ 
lems - Oakley reportedly will 
be 71 in 2001 - the mayor will 
be a strong candidate for re- 
election. 

If that is the case the major 
battle in 2001 could be for the 
top slot on the council - which 
relates to the mayor pro tern 
seat now held by Randolph 
Gear. 

Independent voters are still 
waiting to hear if Gear or Will¬ 
iam Wadsworth would con¬ 
sider a run for mayor in 2001. 

Others - including Oakley 
insiders -- are also nervously 
watching actions by Council- 
woman Debbie Romak. Efforts 
will apparently be made to 


keep Romak from garnering 
any prime voter stance on any 
potentially hot political issue 
that could help her get the top 
council seat. 

Some say the 6-1 vote 
against the condo cluster issue 
is evidence of that “Romak 
watching.” Many -including 
cluster opponents - had origi¬ 
nally expected the issue would 
pass 4-3. 

Some voters also are asking 
- what did we get in return for 
extending the city officials’ 
terms to four years? We were 
told Oakley would upgrade his 
key political chiefs and we ha¬ 
ven’t seen that happening yet, 
they complain.

Ellis Pennington’s 
funeral tomorrow

Former long-term Romulus 
Councilman Ellis Pennington, 
71, praised for his “personal 
touch” on political issues, lost 
his battle to cancer early Mon¬ 
day morning. 

Mr. Pennington, one of the 
first councilmen elected in Ro¬ 
mulus back in 1970, had been 
treated at University of Michi¬ 
gan Hospitals in Ann Arbor 
several months ago. 

One of his former col¬ 
leagues Jimmy Raspberry, who 
left the council two years after 
Mr. Pennington, called the late 
city official’s death “a genuine 
loss to his family, friends and 
the city.” 

Raspberry was shocked by 
the news of his death - al¬ 
though he knew Mr. Pen¬ 
nington was suffering from 
cancer. “He just called me last 
week,” Raspberry said, “and 
we talked a while.” 

“Ellis was a rare one...” 
Raspberry explained, “since 
he often would go to the scene 
(including personal homes) of 
city issues or controversies 
and then report back to the 
rest of the council on his find¬ 
ings. 

“He always gave his 
all...looking out particularly 
for those who felt they had lit¬ 
tle voice in government,” 
Raspberrry added. 

“I am happy to say he was 
my friend...in fact we were 
friends dating all the way back 
to the 1950’s,” Raspberry con¬ 
cluded. 

Funeral Director Bill Crane 
added he admired efforts by 
Pennington, while he served 
on the city’s Planning Commis¬ 
sion and Zoning Board of Ap¬ 
peals. 

“Ellis showed great concern 
for the average homeowner - 
who needed zoning changes to 
expand their homes rather 
than buy bigger more expen¬ 
sive ones they couldn’t afford,” 
Crane said. 

The funeral director also 
praised Pennington for sup¬ 
porting existing small busi¬ 
nesses that needed changes to 
grow economically or to even 
survive in a competitive world. 

The council voted to send 
flowers to Pennington’s fu¬ 
neral services and extend a 
memorial resolution in his 
honor. 

Mayor William Oakley also 
ordered that city flags be low¬ 
ered to half staff through Fri- 
day -- the day of Mr. 
Pennington’s funeral. 

Mayor Pro Tern Randolph 
Gear stated Monday night he 
was most impressed with Mr. 
Pennington’s early message to 
him when he joined the coun¬ 
cil and that was to “extend an 
open ear to the public. 

“Many times he would visit 
private citizens in their homes 
and then come back with re¬ 
ports to his fellow council- 
men,” Gear said.

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth said “Mr. Pennington 
and I didn’t always agree on 
all political issues, but he 
made it a point that we all left 
the council chambers as 
friends no matter how heated 
the debates earlier in the eve¬ 
ning.” 

Councilman William Crova 
also cited Mr. Pennington - 
who he served with on the 
Planning Commission - for the 
many hours he spent serving 
the community over the years. 

Mr. Pennington was born on 
Sept. 30, 1927 in Weeksbury, 
KY. He married Mary Lou 
Sanders on Aug. 23, 1946. 

Mr. Pennington worked at 
Kelsey-Hayes Co. from 1961-79. 

He was a past member of 
the Romulus VFW. 

Mr. Pennington is survived 
by his wife, Mary Lou; a son, 
Rodney of Romulus; two 
daughters, Carol (Daniel) 
Sparks of Taylor and Theresa 
(Ron) Kent of Hazelgreen, KY.; 
five brothers, Elza of Romulus, 
Clarence of Wayne, Donald 
and Milford of Cleveland, OH.* 
and Hershel of Legion, KY.; 
three sisters, Thelma McCown 
of Taylor, Ethel Littleton of 
Ohio and Francis Stanley of 
Hilliard, OH.; six grand¬ 
children and 12 great¬ 
grandchildren. 

He was predeceased by. 
three brothers and two sisters. 

The funeral is slated for 11 
a.m. Friday at the Crane Fu¬ 
neral Home of Romulus. The 
viewing will be from noon un¬ 
til 9 p.m.

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Court official 
followed weapons 
protocol, he says

A controversial court offi¬ 
cial says that he followed ev¬ 
ery protocol necessary to carry 
weapons on a plane from the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
and accused the New York me¬ 
dia for publishing factoids that 
allegedly tainted his reputa¬ 
tion. 

Court officer Kevin Dokes, a 
longtime employee of the 22nd 
District Court, said in a written 
statement on Tuesday that in 
no way did he jeopardize pas¬ 
sengers or violate any laws by 
carrying weapons in a airport 
as published in New York 
newspapers. 

He also stated that he wasn’t 
given a “courtesy seat” as al¬ 
leged in the news story, but 
that the ticket was paid for. 

In a published story on Feb. 

25 that appeared in the New 
York Daily News, it was re¬ 
ported that “a Detroit man say¬ 
ing that he was a member of 
the Winnie Mandela’s security 
team was able to board a jet¬ 
liner armed with two loaded 
guns and fly to New York 
where NYPD detectives ex¬ 
posed the scam, the Daily 
News has learned.” 

The Daily News revealed 
the person as “Kevin Dokes, 
42, “...a Michigan court officer • 
who is on sick leave for psy¬ 
chological reasons, according 
to a police source.” 

Dokes said, through his Ink¬ 
ster attorney, Steven Bullock, 
that he had received permis¬ 
sion to take a few vacation 
days from his court duties in 
the city of Inkster to assist in 
Winnie Mandela’s security and 
that he was not on a sick leave. 

Judge Sylvia James, of the 
22nd District Court, in a tele¬ 
phone conversation, con¬ 
firmed Dokes’ statement. 

Judge James said that 
Dokes had requested vacation 
days and she had granted his 
request so that he (Dokes) may 
take p^rt in the security team 
that would be assigned to Win¬ 
nie Mandela’s safety. 

The South African dignitary 
and former wife of Nelson 
Mandela, South Africa’s presi¬ 
dent, visited the cities of Inks¬ 
ter and Detroit recently to 
raise funds for a wide range of 
children’s projects. 

In a press release made 
available to the media via 
Bullock’s office, Dokes states 
that “early February, 1999, he 
was asked by Bishop Wayne T. 
Jackson of Great Faith Minis¬ 
tries International to head and 
coordinate the security for 
Winnie Mandela, upon her ar¬ 
rival at Detroit Metro Airport 
on Feb. 24. 

“Vacation time was given to 
Dokes from the 22nd District 
Court for the detail. Dokes met 
with Detroit Police chief Ben¬ 
nie Napoleon to request assis¬ 
tance of the Detroit Police 
Department. 

“The request was granted 
and Dokes was directed to go 
to the Tactical Operations Unit 
of the Detroit Police Depart¬ 
ment. Dokes met with Acting 
Supervisor, Lt. Robert Dunlap 
of that unit, and the security 
detail was set up for 24 hour 
coverage from Feb. 24 to 
March 1...” 

Of the allegation that Dokes 
carried concealed weapons 
aboard the airline, Bullock’s 
press release states that 
“Dokes went to Northwest Air¬ 
lines at Metro Detroit, and 
asked for, and obtained the 
proper forms for carrying 
weapons on a plane when es¬ 
corting a foreign diplomat/ 
dignitary. 

“Dokes competed the form, 
presented his State of Michi¬ 
gan - 22nd District Court iden¬ 
tification and badge. The form 
was reviewed, found to be in 
order, and signed by a North¬ 
west Airlines supervisor. 

“Dokes was directed to the 
main security check point by a 
Northwest agent, where the 
form, identification and badge 
were reviewed again by a secu¬ 
rity supervisor had Dokes sign 
the log book, and then Dokes 
was directed to the plane.” 

Bullock’s statement noted 
that “these documents can be 
verified by Linda Sarago of the 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion in Romulus or by Larry C.

At first glance, the concept is exciting. 
Comparing it to Franklin Village, develop¬ 
ers will strive to preserve the character of 
the existing homes and shops, while build¬ 
ing homes close to streets, with rear-entry 
: garages and granny cottages. In addition, 
developers are talking about constructing 
apartments above main street shops and 
creating a community theater 
Home prices are expected to be in the 
$150,000 to $300,000 range. 

I’m excited about this proposed venture 
and hope others in Canton get behind it 
Bringing the rolling hills and babbling 
brook of Cherry Hill alive would make the 
small town experience available for many 
families in Western Wayne. And as 
Franklin Village, and the ultimate small 
: town experience, Celebration, Florida, 

: have shown, these towns are excellent 
places in which to raise our families and 
experience the joys of life. 


Speaking of small towns, the city of 
Belleville seems to have more than its 
share of controversy. After recalling its 
mayor, Dennis Fassett, in late 1998, the 
town’s DDA chairman, and chief Fassett 
proponent, CAL Plumbing owner, Toby 
Leis, has been charged with criminal sexu¬ 
al conduct 

Leis, always outspoken about city mat¬ 
ters and a rumored mayoral candidate, is 
accused of having sexual conduct with a 


mentally chal¬ 
lenged boy. The 
boy, 17, is an 
employee of 
CAL Plumbing. 

The crime car¬ 
ries a maxi¬ 
mum penalty 
of 15 years in prison. 

Obviously, these charges are a huge deal 
in tiny Belleville, where everybody knows 
everybody 

Newly elected mayor, Tom Fielder, has 
done a commendable job attempting to 
heal a community that was divided by Fas¬ 
sett and his ongoing feud with council 
members. Now the Leis charges could fuel 
further division. 

Although innocent until proven guilty, 
we suggest Mr Leis consider retiring from 
public life so that Belleville can continue 
its healing process. 


Leis wasn’t the only owner of a business 
receiving bad news. The now closed Venoy 
Nursing Center was the recipient of felony 
charges filed by newly elected attorney 
general Jennifer Granholm. 

Venoy Nursing has long been in violation 
of numerous regulations that involve the 
abuse and neglect of patients were sent 
scurrying to find new homes nine months 
ago. 

Enter the new attorney general, 
Granholm, who grew up in Western Wayne 
and presumably despised the goings on at 
the Wayne facility, made it one of her first 
items of business, to seek charges against 
the owner of the center. 

We applaud her for taking this action. 
The center, unlike other homes in the area, 
was notorious for the number of violations 
and then their refusal to correct them.

Checks and 
balances the key 
to democracy 

To the Editor: 

After reading “Disgusted 
the Way Council Members 
Treat Mayor Oakley” dated 
March 11, 1999, I felt the need 
to address the concern. Es- 
pcially (not “ecspecially”) 
since the writer took the time 
to address them in a letter to 
the editor. Thank you in ad¬ 
vance for giving me the oppor¬ 
tunity to set the marter 
straight. 

First, all council members 
take an oath to uphold The 
City of Romulus Charter 
adopted by the voters on May 
7,1990. Chapter IX, General Fi¬ 
nance Budget and Audit, Sec. 
9-1 through 9-3, addresses bud¬ 
get, procedure, adoption, con¬ 
trol, evaluation, hearing, etc. 
and, yes, amendments. A re¬ 
quest by our Mayor does not 
constitute an automatic 
amendment to the budget. Sec. 
9-2, Budget Procedure (a): “De¬ 
tailed statements with the 
mayor supporting explana¬ 
tions of ALL proposed expen¬ 
ditures of each department, 
office and agency of the city”. 
That includes our Mayor who 
must also adhere to the Budget 
Procedure according to the 
charter. 

Sec. 9-5, Budget Control: 
“An introduction and second/ 
final reading is required for a 
budget amendment. 

The Council or the Mayor, 
WITH CONSENT OF THE 
COUNCIL, may amend (ap¬ 
prove) such budget so as to au¬ 
thorize the transfer”. 

Granted by the charter, the 
Mayor performs the adminis¬ 
trative duties and functions, 
however, budget amendment 
98-99/26, and all other amend¬ 
ments according to the charter, 
require City Council approval 
to amend. City Council should 
never support a budget 
amendment without knowing 
the intent,or purpose. Did I not 
have the right as a council 
member to question the 
amendment, even though the 
request came directly from the 
Mayor? I questioned the 
amount of $15,000 of the tax¬ 
payers money for the creation 
of a position to highlight and 
review city ordinances to 
make sure it will be cost effec¬ 
tive. Credentials and qualifica¬ 
tions only became a factor 
with me because there are nu¬ 
merous companies and firms 
who have the expertise in up¬ 
dating city ordinances. Intel¬ 
ligence was never an issue. 

These are only a few of the 
many reasons why I did not 
support the budget amend¬ 
ment. Even though, on occa¬ 
sion, I may mispronounce a 
word or two and may not use 
the correct grammar, I do pro¬ 
vide the checks and balances 
guaranteed under our consti¬ 
tution. Many people are com¬ 
forted when questions are 
asked by those which they 
elected to represent them, be¬ 
fore spending their hard 
earned tax dollars. I will con¬ 
tinue to ask questions when I 
disagree, approve, or disap¬ 


prove of a budget amendment 
and will review all matters 
that come before me. When an 
issue is placed on the council 
agenda, it then requires action 
from City Council and there¬ 
fore becomes council busi¬ 
ness. Remember, checks and 
balances are the key to a true 
democracy.

Stagflation 
inevitable 
because money 
will flow from 
stocks to 
commodities 

To the Editor: 

Is a return of stagflation in¬ 
evitable? I say yes. Here’s why: 

Contrary to popular opin¬ 
ion, our economy has been ex¬ 
periencing a violent run away 
inflation. The problem is that 
it has been confined almost 
entirely to the stock mar- 
ket.Furthermore, the Federal 
Reserve has been furiously 
printing huge amounts of 
money to keep this financial 
market inflation going. 

But, as the financial econ¬ 
omy has soared like a rocket, 
the real economy, best exem¬ 
plified by commodity prices, 
has sunk like a stone. 

So, here’s the problem: At 
some point, the corporate 
economy is going to reach a 
saturation point of too much 
capacity and too little pricing 
power, resulting in declining 
profits. 

Then, the flow of money out 
of ridiculously over-priced de¬ 
fensive, “nifty fifty” stocks and 
into ridiculously under-priced 
commodities will begin. (Be 
warned, this process may have 
already begun.) 

Amazingly, the public will 
perceive this shift as a rise in 
prices in the real economy at 
the very moment wfien busi¬ 
ness activity seems to be slow¬ 
ing down, in other words, 
stagflation. 

Then, the bond market vig¬ 
ilantes will punish this rise in 
real economy prices by raising 
interest rates making the stock 
market’s decline even worse. 

This explains why, for exam¬ 
ple, the stock market mania in 
the 1960’s gave way to the stag¬ 
flation decade of the 1970’s. 
Commodities, like oil, effec¬ 
tively soak up the money that 
was originally printed to sup¬ 
port the stock mania. 

In effect, stagflation is how 
we “do” depressions in the 
post gold standard world of pa¬ 
per money economies.

If it’s not broken, 
don’t fix it

Mario Bergner, a self-styled, 
so-called “ex gay,” visited the 
campus of Hope College, in 
Holland for several days last 
week, culminating in a “heal¬ 
ing” service in the campus cha¬ 
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pel Sunday evening. His 
residency on the private col¬ 
lege campus was enthusi¬ 
astically endorsed, supported 
and promoted by the school’s 
administration. 

At every gathering he spoke 
about dysfunction and touted 
the bankrupt mantras of the 
fundamentalists and their un¬ 
founded, unproved and unfor¬ 
tunate hash of loopy ideas 
about sex and sexuality. 

The “Ex-Gay,” is another in 
the long line of Urban Legends 
in this country. Phenomenon 
that is alleged to be real, but is 
a fiction created to titillate 
and excite fear. In Bernger’s 
case, promoting “healing” and 
“change ministries” is also a 
dangerous toxin, spewing into 
an already poisoned atmo¬ 
sphere that gives rise to ill- 
treatment, at best, and violent 
backlash, in typical cases, 
against gays, lesbians, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender (glbt) peo¬ 
ple who dare to live open, 
honest and complete lives. 

At Sunday's Chapel service, 
for example, Bergner, the man 
who would be gay, said much 
about “sexual brokeness.” 
Whatever that is. 

Glbt people, or people who 
recognize and act on their de¬ 
sires and legitimate attrac¬ 
tions in order to live full lives, 
are not sexually broken, they 
do not come from abusive 


homes or childhoods that were 
marred by terrible parents 
and dysfunction. Berger’s 
opinions on this are dishonor¬ 
able, stereotypic, and stupid in 
their simplicity. 

Fundamentalism rises out 
of fear. Nowhere was this more 
evident than in the appear¬ 
ances of Mario Bergner at 
Hope College. It is to the great 
credit of the student body, and 
those who support the on- 
campus glbt student organiza¬ 
tion, that brought the Rev. Mel 
White, an openly gay Christian 
minister, to campus during the 
same period to provide the an¬ 
tidote to the message of Be¬ 
rgner. 

“Glbt people are not bro¬ 
ken, Mr. Bergner,” said Jeffrey 
Montgomery, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the Triangle Foundation. 
“We are not broken and there¬ 
fore are not in need of the “re¬ 
pair” that you would inflict on 
us. We are sorry that you can 
not live a more open and hon¬ 
est life about your own realm 
of desire. But don't inflict your 
troubled relationship with 
yourself on the rest of us who 
simply strive to live our lives 
freely and safely, as honest 
and open sexual beings.” 

“Bergner is very dan¬ 
gerous,” said Sue VanHattum, 
a Muskegon glbt activist who 
attended the “healing” ser¬ 
vice. “His message might en- 
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danger someone who is 
struggliiag with their sexual 
orientatiion. Young people are 
vulnerable to isolation and 
confusing messages. It is those 
feelings that allow glbt youth 
to choose suicide as a solution. 
Bergner does not speak to 
them, in fact he contributes to 
that needless sense of de¬ 
spair.” 

“I found the whole experi¬ 
ence to be very disturbing and 
hurtfuL not only in what was 
said by Mario, but also in that 
there nyere some who took in 
what he said without thinking 
about it,” said Ann Roulo, who 
is a situdent at Hope College 
and cu rrently runs the glbt stu¬ 
dent g;roup on campus. “I am 
very tjhankful for the faculty 
and student supporters who 
were involved, and I really 
worn/' abut those who are still 
questioning or uncomfortable 
with their sexuality and are 
afraid to talk to anyone about 
it and receive the support they 


need.”

Wilson’s last second clutch baskets lift Rocks to regional title

Bob Brodie must be living 
right. 

Ditto for Adam Wilson and 
the Plymouth-Salem basket¬ 
ball team. 

Salem’s “guardian angel”

The victories also were, 
Brodie would later say, among 
the most notable in his coach¬ 
ing career. 

Under tremendous pres¬ 
sure and with time expired, 
Wilson made two clutch bas¬ 


kets to edge Detroit Northern, 
70-68, in the first-round of the 
Class A regional playoffs 
staged at Groves. 

Then, for the title, Wilson 
drove to the basket with five 
seconds left to sink the deci¬ 
sive basket in a 62-60 victory 
over a h i g h 1 y -1 o u t e d 
Southfield-Lathrup team. 

“They were two great high 
school basketball games,” said 
Brodie afterwards. “Believe 
me, I aged considerably last 
week.” 

Brodie and the Rocks were 
scheduled Tuesday night to 
make their first appearance in 


a Class A state quarterfinal 
since 1990 when the Rocks fell 
to Battle Creek Central team. 

Salem was to play Pontiac 
Northern, a team that buried 
Walled Lake Western, 83-52, in 
their regional championship 
game. 

The quarterfinal between 
Pontiac Northern and Salem 
was to be played at 6 p.m. on 
Tuesday at the University of 
Detroit-Mercy Fieldhouse. The 
winner will advance to the 
state semifinals scheduled for 
March 25, 26 and 27 at the 
Breslin Student Events Center 
in East Lansing. 


Of the quarterfinal encoun¬ 
ter with Northern, Brodie 
would say that his team had to 
stop Northern’s Ricky Morgan 
and Nucleus Smith in order to 
win. Both are All-State candi¬ 
dates. 

Smith pumped in 21 points 
and Morgan tossed in 18 to 
lead Northern to a 83-52 vic¬ 
tory over Walled Lake West¬ 
ern. En route to the Western 
Lakes Conference and playoff 
championships, Western defe¬ 
ated Plymouth- Salem this sea¬ 
son. 

S-L appeared to have a lock 
on the victory Thursday night 


when the momentum shifted 
late in the game, and the 
Raiders took a small lead. 

But S-L fell victim to a turn¬ 
over and Salem closed to 
within a basket that dissipated 
when Rob Jones came up with 
a two-pointer that tied the 
game at 60.

Belleville, Romulus 
eliminated in finals 


Pioneers 
take title 
from tigers

That old magic was there 
last week when Belleville, the 
Cinderella team of the state 
playoffs a year ago, trounced 
Westland John Glenn, 75-63 be¬ 
hind C.J. Grantham’s then ca¬ 
reer high 36 points for a Class 
A district hoop title. 

Then, on Tuesday last, 
Grantham came back with a 
phenomenal performance and 
drilled 42 points to lead coach 
Rod Fisher’s Tigers past a 
tough Monroe team in a 
double-overtime battle, 71-69. 

That Belleville victory put 
the Tigers into the regional 
championship game against a 
team that was ranked most of 
the year as No. 1 in the area. 

In the regional finals, Be¬ 
lleville and Ann Arbor Pi¬ 
oneer, led by its prep All- 
American LeVell Blanchard, 
were to decide which would 
claim a regional title and move 
on to the state quarterfinals. 

Few in these parts doubted 
that that inexplicable Be¬ 
lleville magic would be there 
again for them in the finals. 

It unfortunately wasn’t. 

In one of their poorest over¬ 
all performances of the sea¬ 
son, Belleville offense 
collapsed, and the Tigers paid 
a price - Pioneer won a deci¬ 
sive victory, 66-47, ending Be¬ 
lleville’s dream of a rerun of 
the 1998-99 playoffs that saw 
them reach the Class A state 
championship round before 
losing to Detroit Central. 

“It just wasn’t to be, was it?” 
asked one rejected Tiger hoop 
fan with tears in her eyes. 
There was no answer. 

C. J., who shattered all kinds 
of personal scoring records 
and matured into one of the 
most exciting players to wear a 
Belleville uniform since his 
grandfather, George 
Thompson Jr., played the game 

at Belleville, finished his prep 
career with 17 points in the 
losing effort against Pioneer. 

C.J. was beaten by 
Blanchard for individual scor¬ 
ing honors. Blanchard wound 
up with a game high 20 points. 

The loss left the Tigers with’ 
a 17-8 overall record for the 
season. 

In that incredible victory 
over Monroe, Grantham scored 
15 field goals and canned nine 
of 10 at the free throw line. It 
was one of three C.J.’s three- 
pointers that tied the game 
and sent the duel into OT.

If River Rouge’s prep All-

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‘Hobbit opens 


Wayne-Westland construction costs under budget

Even on paper $108 million 
seems like a great deal of 
money. Even more so when 
such a sum is being extracted 
from taxpayers’ pockets. 

This is what worried Wayne- 
Westland superintendent Greg 
Baracy when he approached 
district voters last year about 
approving a bond initiative 
that would be used to make 
badly needed structural and 
technological improvements 
on the district’s schools and 
other buildings. In other 
words, a massive undertaking 
with a large price tag. 

Yet, a year into the construc¬ 
tion, the district has stayed on 
its building schedule and, 
more importantly, under bud- 
get. 

“So far, we’re under budget. 
And that is going to be the rea¬ 
son we can deliver on every¬ 
thing that we said we would,” 
Baracy recently said. 

When they put the initiative 
in front of voters, Baracy and 


the school board promised 
quite a bit. The $108.3 million 
bond proposal was by far the 
largest in the district’s history. 
In fact, Baracy estimates that it 
ranks in the top five all-time in 
the state of Michigan. 

For their approval, Baracy 
promised to give voters “the 
most bang for the buck.” The 
voters were obviously listen¬ 
ing, because a large majority 
approved the measure. 

As Baracy interprets it, af¬ 
ter the three and a half years it 
takes to complete the whole 
project, the Wayne-Westland 
school district is no longer 
going to resemble the one that 
stood last year. The district’s 26 
buildings are going to get a 
face-lift, inside and out. 

“The most important reno¬ 
vation would be that this bond 
issue is having a major impact 
on every single building in our 
school district,” Baracy said. 

One of the largest renova¬ 
tions is going to be the retrofit¬ 
ting the buildings, something 


that will allow the district’s 
teachers to utilize the latest in 
technological learning 
methods, such as a computer 
in each classroom, access to 
the Internet, and video capa¬ 
bilities. This alone will cost 
the district over $20 million. 

Still, most of the money is 
being used for structural re¬ 
pair to many of the dilapidated 
buildings. Windows, doors, 
ceilings and roofs all have a 
lifetime expectancy, and most 
of the district’s buildings 
reached that point at the same 
time. 

“Our main objective was to 
bring the buildings up to 
snuff,” said David Cox, presi¬ 
dent of the school board. 

After the bond initiative 
passed, the district wasted lit¬ 
tle time in getting started on 
the improvements. Many park¬ 
ing lots were resurfaced, and 
landscape enhancements were 
initiated in the months follow¬ 
ing the approval. 

Since that time, major 
building construction has star¬ 
ted at several of the schools, 


including Walker-Winter and 
Roosevelt-McGrath elemen- 
taries, where walls have been 
erected and steel girders can 
be seen. And next month, 
groundbreaking will occur on 
perhaps the district’s biggest 
project: Taft-Galloway Ele¬ 
mentary where over 80 percent 
of the building will be newly 
built 

In all, about a quarter of the 
work has been completed at 
this time, and school officials 
are pleased with the process 
so far. 

“Everything has come in on 
this thing just perfect. It’s just 
amazing,” said Cox, most en¬ 
thused about the project being 
under budget. “Things have 
been running extremely 
smoothly.”- 

These are signs that, in Bar- 
acy’s eyes, symbolize a new be¬ 
ginning for Wayne- Westland 
students. 

“The bond initiative is a big 
shot in the arm,” Baracy said. 
“The learning condition, the 


learning environment inside 
the buildings will be signifi¬ 
cantly different than they are 
today.” 

Baracy feels this new learn¬ 
ing condition will benefit ev¬ 
eryone involved, including 
teachers, students, administra¬ 
tors, and parents, who he be¬ 
lieves will be more at ease 
sending their children to the 
improved schools. 

Baracy said this is the rea¬ 
son that the school district has 
received no complaints since 
the time the bond issue pas¬ 
sed, and construction begun. 

“There’s no doubt that our 
students will do measurably 
better in school. All the re¬ 
search shows that when stu¬ 
dents feel better about being 
at school, they perform better. 
I can’t say if that’s going to be 
5%, or 3%, or 1%, but it’s going 
to be better,” Baracy said. 

$108 million may be a lot of 
monej), but for Baracy, Cox, 
and nearly everyone else in¬ 
volved in the school district, as 
long as it is being spent on 
what is important, children, it 
is well worth the price tag.

The proposed lease agreement would uti¬ 
lize .45 of an acre of the 101-acre park and 180 feet of shoreline. 
Finally, the use of this portion of the park and the construction of the 
facility has no adverse environmental impact, and at the end of the 
lease the facility becomes the sole property of Van Buren Township, 
who can either retain the building or request the University of Michi¬ 
gan to removed it at their cost. 

Supervisor Foster read a letter of recommendation from the Towns¬ 
hip’s legal counsel regarding the proposed lease agreement which 
stated the proposed lease is in legal form and substance and contains 
the necessary and appropriate terms and conditions to safeguard the 
interests of the Township and its residents and reiterated points of the 
lease agreement outlining the public benefits. 

A resident presented the Board with petitions containing about 750 
signatures requesting a referendum/advisory vote regarding the lease 
with the University of Michigan [hereinafter referred to as U of M]. 
The resident took exception to some of Director Long’s statements 
such as: the agreement being between two non-profit entities, since no 
regattas will be held here until 2001, there is no rush to proceed with 
the lease agreement, and the lease is a twenty-five year experiment for 
the Township. She said permits for the installation of water and sewer 
lines at the park had not been processed by the Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality, comments from the township attorney are dispassio¬ 
nate, and six days to review the current 25-page lease was not a long 
enough period of time. 

Residents expressed their objection to the proposed lease citing con¬ 
cerns regarding pipes and manholes located at the park, signage, 
potential lighting problems, construction noise, design, color and ap¬ 
pearance of the building, traffic safety and/or diminished use of the 
lake during team training and regattas. Director Kelley stated the 
piping and manholes for installation of water and sewer lines are a 
benefit from Conestoga, Rover and Associates [CRA] as part of the 
remediation plan for the Willow Creek clean-up [the removal of soil 
contaminated with pcb’s from the pond] of part of the park property. In 
exchange for using the back section of the park to access the pond and 
perform related work, they [CRA] agreed to put in a sewer line, and 
later a water line at no significant cost to the residents. Later, the 
Township upgraded it to a watermain because there are no fire hy¬ 
drants in the park and agreed to pick up additional costs, Director 
Kelley said items pertaining to construction are addressed in the 
Township Zoning Ordinance and Building Codes. These documents 
govern hours of construction, smog, smoke, dust, light glare and 
negative impact. As far as traffic and restricted use of the lake, 
residents should see no change from what has occurred in the last three 
years. Director Long stated Michigan Law states there is 100-foot “no 
wake zone’ surrounding non-motorized watercraft, but at no time will 
the lake be closed to residents. Attorney Kovinsky stated the lease 
specifies the dates and times for lake use without special permission, 
signage, lighting requirements, and even the number vans, (5), allowed 
to be brought into the park, and the manner in which they get to the 
boathouse, and said we have tried to protect the Township’s interest in 
every way possible. 

A resident made inquiries regarding how the building site was chosen, 
the design and aesthetics of the structure, erosion and drainage. He 
disliked the appearance of the proposed structure and felt the commu¬ 
nity should have input on its appearance and perhaps the Township 
should hold a design contest for the design of the building. The 
resident further stated it appears that we are a secondary user since the 


entire facility is necessary for the operation of the crew team. Director 
Long stated there are two sites in the park, which are appropriate for 
this use, the site was chosen because it provided the most benefits and 
if we were to build a facility of this type, this is where it would be 
built. Director Long also stated that the U of M will stabilize the road, 
this project will reroute the drainage properly to minimize erosion and 
the filling of the lake and reiterated the benefits as previously dis¬ 
cussed. 

The coach of the crew team and several members of the team spoke 
regarding their use of the lake. The coach showed the audience a map 
of the 1-1/4-mile racecourse, discussed the placement of a buoy line on 
the racecourse during regattas and the fact that the events run approxi¬ 
mated 2-1/2 hours beginning at 9:00 a.m. He stated ideally three 
regattas per year would be held, however, due to the scheduling, none 
will be held on the lake this year. In addition, he stated the times of 
practices for the team are held from 6:30 a.m. to 8:30 a.m. in the 
morning and during a time of year when the lake has little use. Two 
women from the team discussed how rowing has been influential in 
their lives, the scholarships provided by the U of M for members of the 
crew team and expressed their appreciation to the community for 
allowing them the privilege of using our park and the lake. 

A resident posed specific questions regarding language in the lease. 
For the benefit of the audience and the resident, discussion ensured 
from legal counsel to answer questions asked by the resident. Attorney 
Kovinsky advised the resident that when referring to language in the 
lease, it is necessary to read the entire statement and not just a portion 
so information is not taken out of context. 

Residents spoke in favor of the proposed project stating this is a win- 
win situ^on-for :fhe cQiprnunity. A resident remiiiderfrE^veryone our 
lake was noted as being polluted not so long ago, arid)How it’s the 
home of the U of M Women’s Crew Team. Additionally, comments 
were made that personal agendas need to be put aside to seek the 
common good for the community. Another resident took exception to 
an unsigned flyer he felt was misleading. Comments were made that 
the Board of Trustees was elected to make decisions on behalf of the 
community, that township government is a representative, not partici¬ 
pative government. Additional comments include the fact that resi¬ 
dents don’t want to pay additional taxes for a facility at the park and 
this is a way to provide a facility that the Township is not in a position 
to fund. The U of M is providing needed restrooms, meeting facilities, 
recreational opportunities, and a place to house the Public Safety 
Department boat at no cost to residents and that it is an honorable 
institution that will live up to their commitments. 

A resident and member of the Lake Committee stated to throw away a 
$1.3 million facility because some people don’t like the design or feel 
it is an eyesore is foolish; and it is also foolish to delay this process any 
longer. He also said many people say, “when is the Township going to 
do something for me?” His reply was “here it is, take the gift”. 
Another resident expressed his support for this women’s athletic orga¬ 
nization. 

A resident stated we are a generous and caring community and let us 
not forget as a community “who we are”. He said there are two sides 
to every story and he has had conversations with people on both sides 
of this issue. He noted a flyer he received which he found misleading 
because the flyer says waterfront property giveaway at Van Buren Park 
and doesn’t discuss the benefits being provided by the U of M. He said 
giving something away means losing all rights and privileges and the 
lease clearly outlines the use by the U of M and benefits they will 
provide for our community. The park, as in the past, remains the 
property of Van Buren Township. He further stated the .45 acre parcel 
in question is 1/2 of 1% percent of the 101-acre park and hoped the 
Board would take advantage of this opportunity. 

The Chairperson of the Recreation Committee and another member of 
the committee indicated the Committee recommended the Board ap¬ 
prove the agreement as there are many benefits especially for our 
youth, and that the cost of turning this down is much more than $1 
million. 

Another resident said the Township provides excellent services. He 
expressed his support for the Board and hoped the Board would 
approve the project. 

Supervisor Foster read a letter from the Mayor of the City of Belleville 
in support of the project. Clerk King read letters from residents 
expressing opinions on both sides of this issue. Supervisor Foster then 
discussed telephone calls she had received as well as conversations 
with residents who came to the Township Hall. 

Clerk King read a statement of support from Trustee Rochowiak, 
stating after careful review of the lease documents and discussion with 
residents, he supports the project. He discussed the positive impact and 
benefits of this facility for residents. 

Clerk King read a prepared statement about her position on the ground 
lease agreement. She said this $1.3 million facility is a good one for 
the community and she took exception to the statements made about 
the only benefit being that of restrooms. She stated the most important 
aspect of this facility is its potential for the future including any 
opportunity for an extension of the park season. She also addiessed the 
other amenities such as the township being able to use the building, the 
U of M’s commitment to provide instructional assistance as well as 
professional services. She disputed the statements about a sizeable use 
of park land and lake frontage by stating use of a 1/2 acre of the 101- 
acre park and 180-feet of the park’s 7,000 feet of frontage is not 
substantial. She said what the residents have experienced with the 
crew team on the lake is what they would experience in the future. She 
stated compared to other uses of the lake such as the annual car show 
and symphonies in the park, the crew team has less impact on the park. 
Further, she said the Board encourages public input and acts responsi¬ 
bly and that it’s the Board’s duty to make decisions, even those that are 
difficult. She also addressed the need for information to be factual. She 
concluded by stating here support for the project. 

Trustee Hart a^iccd with the comments made by Clerk King and stated 
he has not heard anything to deter his support of the project. He 


reiterated to the audience that he represents all residents of the town^ 
hip. 

Treasurer Budd also thanked Clerk King for her comments and added 
that if our partnership with the U of M in the formation of a rowing 
club helps just a few children have something to do, and teaches them 
the team concept of working together for a common goal, we all 
become winners. She further stated this is a project worth pursuing. 
Trustee Clark talked about her use of the park facilities from the time 
she was a child. She said she became a Recreation Committee member 
in 1974 and is now the Board Representative to this same committee. 
The lease has been reviewed by the committee and has received their 
endorsement and this Board has worked hard for this community. She 
said the Board is your voice and will do our very best and agreed with 
the comments made by Clerk King. 

Trustee Herman said the first became aware of the project through the 
Planning Commission which has the responsibility to make sure such 
facilities comply with all regulations, building codes and the zoning 
ordinance. His goal as a member of the Planning Commission is to 
retain the natural beauty and image of our park. He thanked the 
Commission and stated his support for the project and said that it is an 
asset to the community. 

Supervisor Foster closed by saying if you want a lively conversation 
with diverse opinions bring up issues regarding the lake. With respect 
to this project, she said for every opinion to be reviewed, the Township 
would lose the potential for benefits to one’s family and cost savings to 
the community. Also, there is no possible way to please everyone. She 
stated tonight’s meeting proved that people can have good conversa¬ 
tion and listen to each other and also that you cannot negotiate the 
particulars of a contract in a large group. The Board has a du£y.£nd an,, 
Obligation to do what is right for the community, to malq^phqices, 
evaluations and to come to conclusions about what is in the best 
interest of the community in the short and long term. Those duties and 
obligations remain even in the midst of controversy and when the 
Board Room is packed. She also expressed her appreciation to the 
audience who remained calm, courteous and respectful throughout the 
•evening. 

There being no additional comments, a motion was made to close the 
public comment period. 

King moved. Hart seconded to close the public comment period. 
Carried.

Bus drivers, board members discuss safety, training .

Earlier this month, Van 
Buren School Board members 
met with about 20 bus drivers 
to discuss driver concerns. Al¬ 
though when drivers originally 
requested the meeting, they 
had requested that no admin¬ 
istrators attend, they had 
meant they wanted no trans¬ 
portation administrators in at¬ 
tendance. The superintendent 
and personnel directors were 
invited at the last minute, and 
were able to free their sched¬ 
ules to attend. 

The drivers told the board 
members their concerns re¬ 
volve largely around training, 
safety and hiring policies. 

Currently drivers must be 
retested annually for the Com¬ 
mercial Drivers License, even 
though it is not a state require¬ 
ment to do so. The drivers said 
they feel this is a waste of time 
and money, and would rather 
have the opportunity to attend 
the Eaton Defensive Driving 
course more frequently. 

Eaton’s course, offered in 
Marshall, Mich., at a much 
greater expense than the CDL 
licensing, teaches drivers how 
to handle vehicle control prob¬ 
lems such as skidding. Cur¬ 
rently, the drivers are able to 
attend this course about every 
three or four years. 

Another factor in the VBPS 
drivers’ concerns is the re¬ 
quirement that they be re¬ 
trained annually in CPR and 
First Aid, each of which re¬ 
quires an eight-hour class. 
Trustee Vesta Losen said em¬ 


ployees at her pre-school are 
retrained and recertified ev¬ 
ery other year and that is suffi¬ 
cient as well as compliant with 
state requirements. 

Trustee Ralph Nodwell said 
he understands the drivers 
concerns, but when it comes to 
CPR and First Aid. added. “If I 
need CPR, I want someone 
who really knows what they’re 
doing looking into my eye¬ 
balls.”

For safety’s sake, the 
drivers asked the board to look 
into lighting for the bus park¬ 
ing lot, heated mirrors for 
Vista buses, security cameras 
for the bus lot, and an on-site 
bus wash. The lights and cam¬ 
eras, they said, are important 
because drivers often arrive at 
work and leave from work in 
the dark. Drivers who work 
late-night sporting events or 
field trips are often the only 
people in the off-the-beaten- 
path lot.

cold or wet conditions and the 
bus wash would allow the 
buses to be cleaned more fre¬ 
quently than their current 
once monthly wash, also allow¬ 
ing for better visibility. 

Drivers also asked if stu¬ 
dents could be trained on 
proper bus behavior and pro¬ 
tocol. Nodwell said he did 
some research and found a 
cost efficient program, similar 
to D.A.R.E., that teaches chil¬ 
dren about safe and courteous 
bus behavior. He told the 
board that he would investi¬ 
gate further the possible im¬ 
plementation of the program 
school- wide. 

And there are some issues 
that hit right on the bottom 
line. One of those is driver 
turnover. New hires often 
leave the district very soon af¬ 
ter their traifiing is completed.

drivers can get their CDL for 
free, then turn around and 
make three or four times for 
another company than they 
would working as a relief 
driver for the district.
